London, Feb, 6. 

Many ditches, some of thom 
moro than JD feat deep, filled 
with the bodies of some .190,000 
Russian, Polish, French and Bri- 
tish prjsoners-of-war, have been 
digcovered in the locality of 
Landaderf in Silesia, ‘according 
to the Moscow Radio. 

. Tho broadcast said that 
apeclal commission of tho Polish 
Government and Red Army re- 
prqsentatwes enguiring into an 
allegod massacre by the Germans 
hava established that the Ger- 
mans confined over 200,000 Alliod 
prisoners, the rhajority of whom 
werd Russians ond Poles, at thu 
Landsdorf camp. When the Red 
Army occupied Landsdorf only 
800 people were found. . 

* The bodies In the ditches were 
piled wp jn ten to twelves layers, 
AO medical {nancetion . suevested 
that tho prisoners were shot or 
digd of complete physical exhaus- 
tion, disease or torture.

- The prico has been particularly’ 
heavy jn thia city of 300,000 close 
by, Saigon. More than 95 percent 
of’ Cholon’s population is Chinese, 
chiefly Cantonare and Fukienese.
